most lost In obscurity, nnd their devel- 
opment from mere articles of utility to 
objects of flrt has been a long, slow 
process of evolution, covering centu- 
ries and antedating western cMII/.a- 
Hon by many hundreds of years. 


The first general use of knockers 


flint is positively known was nmong

Greeks,

It B breneh of good manners to enter 
a house without warning the Inmates, 
nnd that the Spartans gave this notice 
by shouting their arrival, while the 
Athenians^ announced themselves by 
using the'knocker. 
Its Introduction 


ilouhtless came at the time when doors 
superseded hangings, for the purpose 
of Insuring greater safety or privacy. 


In the Greek houses of the hotter 


f-hiHs n port(;r wns In constant attend- 
ance at the door to ndtnlt visitors. 
Slaves were usually employed In this 
i n pacify, nnd were chnlned to tho door- 
po.sts to prevent their wandering and 
shirking the monotony of the duty, 
mill In order to nwnken thorn a short 
bin- of Iron wns fastened to the door 
liy n chain, to be used na n rapper by 
thus!! desiring entrance to the house. 


It Is Kiild that this strictly utlllturl- 


nri nipper, as It was first called, was 
often wrenched from the door to be 
used nn a weapon of offense by visitors 
who worn not friendly disposed toward 
tin- householder. 
A Inter development 


was n direct consequence Of this mis- 
use, the next type being in> the form 
of u heavy ring fastened by a strong 
clump or plute to the door, -thus serv- 
ing the double purpose of knockerWl 
linrt'llo. 


From Greece thu custom wns trans- 


ferred to the Romans, nnd with tho 
western trend of early civilization to 
nearly every country of Europe. The 
Introduction of knockers to England, 
v.-here together with Italy 'and Ger- 
many they have attained the greatest 
nrtlstlc development, was no.doubt duo 
to tho Hornan conquest of jjr.estern' Eu- 
rope nnd Britain^—Arcliltectnre.' 


VIOLIN ALWAYS THE 
1 SAME 


For Centurle* Shape and Substance of 


That Tuneful Instrument Have 


Not Been Altered. 


Even In this age of bustle and 


change, some few of the olri.stnndbys 
remain unchanged, but at that It la 
rather startling to realize that 'the vio- 
lin, probably the best loved of nil mu- 
«leal Instruments, hns remulnell virtu- 
ally unchanged In shape or subitance 
for three centuries. In that time the 
hnrpxlchorrl, lute and spinet have pass- 
ed away, the hart) has been ^nprbved, 
th<- piano hus been Invented and de- 
veloped, but the violin, which took a 
hundred years to assume Its present 
form, since tho days of the great Stra- 
divari, the world's most famous vio- 
lin maker, has remained unchanged. 


The violin Is popularly supposed- to 


date from tho days of tho ancient In- 
(tluns, but the present Instrument had 
Its beginning back In the' day's" of the 
troubadours, who used1 musical boxes 
called vloles or gultal fiddles. And as 
tho years went by tho llttte vloles were1 


improved. The shape was altered ; Mt 
by bit the Instrument changed. Now 
a bridge was added; now a waist p 
openings on either side of the brldgv 
were added. 


And from 15BO to 1700 the- violin In- 


dustry rose to Its greatest achieve- 
ments In tho developments of Amatl, 
Ouarnerl, and Stradivari, Italian v!o-
